VOTES SET ON 
CROP QUOTAS 
IN DECEMBER 


Cotton acreage allotments 
for the 1960 upland crops are 
now being established for all 
the eligible farms in Coffee 
county, according to Lester 
Gunter, chairman of County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, New 
Brockton, Notice of the allot- 
ment will be mailed to farm o- 
perators well in advance of the 
December 15 referendum o n 
1960 crop cotton marketing 
quotas. 

For 1960, as in 1959, two al- 
lotments—Choice (A) and 
Choice (B) will be set for each 
farm, the chairman explained. 
If marketing quotas are ap- 
proved by at least two-thirds 
of the growers voting in the 
referendum, then each farm 
operator may elect a choice as 
to which allotment he wishes 
to comply with in growing his 
1960 upland cotton crop. 

If marketing quotas are not 
approved by the yecessary ma- 
jority, then only the “regular” 
allotments will be in effect, and 
price support on cotton grown 
in compliance with the allot- 
ments will be available at 50 
percent of parity. 

The minimum allotment for 
“old” cotton farms is he smal- 
ler of 10 acres or the farm’s 
allotment for 1958. 


Feed Wheat 

A farmer whose 19606 wheat 
acreage allotment is less than 
30 acres and who has excess 
acres planted at this time may 
want to consider participating 
in the feed wheat program 
next year, Mr. Gunter said. 

Under the feed wheat pro- 
gram, he said, a farmer whose 
application is approved may 
produce up to 30 acres of wheat 
for use on the farm as seed, 
human food, or feed for live- 
stock, including poultry. 


Peanut Referendum 

A national marketing quota 
referendum of peanut growers, 
the first in three years, will be 
held Dec. 15, Mr. Gunter an- 
nounced today. The balloting 
will determine whether or not 
marketing quotas will be in ef- 
fect for the next three crops 
of peanuts. 

If at least two-thirds of the 
votes are favorable, quotas will 
be in effect for the 1960, 1961, 
and 1962 crops of peanuts, pen- 
alties will apply to ‘excess’ 
peanuts, and price supports 
will be available to growers who 
comply with their acreage al- 
lotments at the full level of 
support announced.

The advance 
mailing is for the purpose of 
giving farm operators time to 
consult their records before 
filling in the answers required 
by the questionnaires and get- 
ting them ready for the census 
takers to pick up. This proce- 
dure is designed to insure 
greater accuracy of reporting 
and to save time both for the 
farmer and the census taker 
when the latter calls at the 
farm. 

The 1959 Census of Agricul- 
ture Questionnaire is designed 
to provide information on the 
number and size of farms, acre- 
age and harvest of crops, live- 
stock production and inventor- 
ies, selected farm facilities and 
equipment, selected farm ex- 
penditures, farm values, and 
mortgage debt. On the average, 
each farmer is asked about 100 
questions, many of which can 
be answered by simply check- 


“ing “yes” or “no”,

Dr. E, T. York, director of Ex- 
tensions at Auburn, quoted Dr, 
Howard C. Brown on Thanks- 
giving, “If our Thanksgiving is 
only for. our country, our 
friends, loved ones, material 
things, health, and religious 
faith, then our Tanksgiving is 
a fickle thing, for even a pa- 
fan could be thankful for 
these. If our gratitude depends 
on our outward circumstances, 
then it does not occupy a per- 
manent place in our lives. 

When we no longer live on 


“the sunny side of the street,” 
when the winds of adversity 
blow, when we are in trouble 
and need help, it is not the 
strong person who has never 
Known difficulty who helps us. 
Rather it is the person who 
brings his testimony that one 
can triumph over every ob- 
Stacle. We give thanks, too, for 
the assurance that, no matter 
what our mood says, God has 
not deserted us.

Farm Machinery— 

Boy's, here’s something you 
can help your Dad do over the 
Thanksgiving holidays. And he 
will be mighty proud of what 
you did next spring. Thorough- 
ly check, service and repair all 
farm machinery and imple- 
ments before storing them for 
winter in a dry shed. If ma- 
chinery and implements _ will 
require the services of the deal- 
ers of the dealer’s shop, send 
them to the shop now so that 
repairs ean be made before the 
rush season next spring. 

Remember to drain the wa- 
ter from the radiators and cy- 
linder blocks on tractors and 
other implements having power 
units. 

Cover land-polished surfaces 
of plows and other tools with 
a leavy grease or rust preven- 
tative. Equipment looks better 
and lasts longer if cleaned and 
painted before storing. 

Many farm accidents are 
caused by careless handling of 
machinery and equipment, but 
even a careful operator can be 
injured using equipment with 
worn or broken parts.

I don’t know how many offi- 
cial fire fighters we have in 
Coffee County to keep a sharp 
eye out for fires—I’m sure 
though that they will need 
some help during the winter 
and early spring months when 
we have a lot of forest fires go- 
ing.

2 LAWS SET 
FOR ELBA BY 
CITY COUNCIL 


Two ordinances published as 
legal notices elsewhere in this 
issue of The Elba Clipper for 
the first time are designed to 
put Elba in step with new de- 
velopments in local business, 
particularly a new Building 
Code in preparation for a wave 
of new construction expected 
locally 

The Building Code regulates 
the construction or alterations 
of buildings within the city li- 
mits and incorporates as the 
local building code of the 
Southern Standard Building 
Code 1953-54 Revision, with a 
few exceptions. 

It provides for a Building In- 
spector appointed by the May- 
or and approved by City Coun- 
cil, with an additional Board 
of Adjustments and Appeals of 
five members who shall settle 
any valid questions between a 
building inspector and builder. 

The second ordinance is al- 
most a full newspaper page in 
length providing a complete 
revision of licenses for  busi- 
nesses and professional men 
operating in the city.

This doesn’t relieve the new 
enlistee of his active duty, 
however, as six months active 
duty is required before assion- 
ment to a Guard unit. High 
School seniors may find this 
enticing.

After 
graduation, he will go on act- 
ive duty for six months and 
thereafter return to his home 
to continue his military train- 
ing as a citizen soldier.
